Eor this purpose, offers of compromise were mado by Southern 
members of Congress, and a Peace Convention assembled in "W"ashi*g- 
ton city; and Commissioners were, aiso, sent to Washington city frem 
South Carolina ; but all to no purpose. Hence the' States now cwm- 
posing the Southern Confederacy seceded by the adoption of ordinances
